A travelling eBrrespondent of the Lewpox 
Monmine Henarn writes thus reagecting the 
peupers of Baproayentnr:—“1 observe by 
the London Papers that the Marquis of Tavis- 
tock is represented to have communicated to 
Mr. Peel the fact of the peupers in a parish of 
thie county being driven to a pen or fold in the 
day-time, aud there kept fastened up, like cat- 
tle, by the overseers, to prevent them from fall- 
ing into mischiel-—the sure consequence of utter 
idieness, there being neither parish work nor 
any other for them to do. The name of that 
perish ie Sidlington. In another parish——that of 
Eaton Socon—the distress | understand is no 
less prevalent. Se numerous are the paupers 
in that parish, that, on one occasion lately, the 
overseer being engaged in paying them on Sa- 
tuedey from four until eight o'clock in the even- 
ing, those who were to be last paid became 
impatient at waiting eo long, committed a riot, 
and broke in, asserting with insolence and force 
the prompt payment of thuir miserable dole. 
The overseers in some places are ingenious in 
devising schemes to keep the poor out of idle- 
ness. The paupers of Mill Brook, near Ampt- 
hill, are sent to Bedford daily with barrows full 
of eand, and take back two bushels of coals 
each. The distance géing and coming is about 
sixteen miles. The berrows have all got lids or 
tops to them, which lock down close, and the 
lock is put into a linen bag, the bag tied up, 
and a seal put on it. The pauper, after doing 
this very hard and laborious day's work, when 
night comes is paid nine-pence! If he should 
happen :» be so weak as not to be able to return 
that night, he is, of course, called to account 
for the waste of his time. The barrows are 
made water-proof; so that, if the sand is not 
thought heavy enough to task sufficiently the 
man’s strength, the overseers can wet it. Some 
time ago the paupers got so heartily sick of this 
drudgery, that a party of them mutinied on their 
way, put their barrows in a pile on the road, 
and burned them. For this there were five men, 
with their wives, sent to gaol for three months. 
Their names were Cartwright, Thompson, 
Wheeler, and two Underwoods, I send you an 
t of the and ditures of the 
House of Industry in thig town. You will see 
that there were more rates levied for the poor 
ten years ago than at present; but that is ac- 
counted for by the inerease of buildings in Bed- 
ford. The Harper Charity is so ourishing, and 
affords education so cheaply to the children of 
respectable people, thet many such, of moderate 
incomes, have recently traasplanted themselves 
and families from distant places in Bedford, 
which has greatly augmented the number of 
rate-payers in the town from the year 1819 to 
the present year—the burden of supporting the 
poor is consequently diminished to the old in- 
habitants, Bedford is, indeed, rich in ancient 
charities; but my observations as to pauperism 
apply net so much to the town of Bedford as to 
the surrounding country. One great cause of 
the increase is the miserable depression of the 
lace trade, which never was KOwn to bg in so

The writer of an article in the Forrsen 
Qvarrerty Review, on the various modes 
of letting lands, translates the following re- 
marks, on Frexcu Aaniceiture, from a 
late number of the Reoue Trimestrielle:— 
“ When the proprietors do not cultivate their 
own estates, nothing has so tauch influence 
on their cultivation as the mode in which 
they are let. In France that mode is in 
general detestable. With the exception of 
Flanders, and of a very small number of 
provinces where the system of cultivation 
by a rotatign of crops has been long adopt- 
ed, the duration of leases is far too short to 
enable the farmer to indemnify himself for 
the outlay which the introduction of a new 
system of cultivation would require, and to 
derive any profit from it. Indeed in a very 
large part of the kingdom, in all the cen- 
tral provinces, farmers are hardly known. 
The Jand is cultivated by unfortunate me- 
tayers who engage to oecupy it for a period 
of three years, and to perform the various 
operations required in its husbandry, paying 
half the produce to the proprietois as rent. 
The metayer furnishes his labour, his igno- 
rance, afd his good appetite; the propric- 
tors supplying an exhausted soil, tue stock 
indispensable to its petty farming, the grain 
Paquired for the first sowing, and that which 
may be required for the support of the me- 
tayer and his family until the first harvest. 
The metayer works, sows, reaps, and feeds, 
on the produce, After tre and his family 
are fed, the proprietor gets the romainder. 
Sometimes a middie-man is interyosed be- 
tween the landlord and the metarer. ‘Ihis 
third party, is, for the most part, a cunning 
inhabitant of the village, who agrees to pay 
the landlord a certain rent, independent of 
the variations of harvests, acquiring in re- 
turn a right to his share of the produce 
raised by the metayer. The middle-man 
takes no part in the labours of cultivation, 
but he attends to all the harvesting of the 
metaycr; he follows him to every market to 
get his half of the price of the produce.—

SWEARINGEN EXECUTED! 

We have detained our paper beyond the usual 

hour of publication, ioe. in order to give 
some account of the execution of the ill-fated 
George Swearingen, which took place this day 
on the West bank of Will's creek, in the vicinity 
of the town of Cumberland, Maryland. 
At ten o'clock precisely, Swearingen was 
taken from the jail, from whence he proceeded 
on foot, to the place of execution, escorted by 
six different companies of infantry, five of which 
were from the neighboring counties of Bedford 
and Somerset, Pa., and by Capt. Forward’'s 
troop of horse from Somerset; who attended at 
the especial invitation of Sheriff Beall. 

When arrived at the place of execution, 
Swearingen ascended the scaffold, attended by 
the Sheriff, the Rev. John Miller, Rev. C. B. 
Young, Rev. N. B. Little, Rev. L. H. Johns, 
and Rev. H. Haverstick. The Rev. Mr. Miller 
then d the ies by singing a 
hymn and mene a Fo: er; after which he 
delivered a very ing able address to the 
multitude of people who had assembled to wit- 
ness the execution. When he concluded the 
Rev, Mr. Young addressed the throne of Grace 
in a feeling and appropriate prayer. Another 
hymn was then sung, and an appropriate prayer 
was offered up by the Rev. Mr. Johns. Afier 
singing another hymn, and the Clergymen seve- 
rally shaking hands and bidding the unfortunate 
man a ‘‘ God's he!lp’’—the rope was adjusted, 
and the cap drawn ovor his face by the Sheriff. 
—To several questions then put by the Rev. Mr. 
Little, relative to his prospects of a future sal- 
vation, he observed, that he ‘‘died in peace 
with all the werld, with his God, and with an 
unshaken hope of a glorious resurrection.”” 

A few moments before the fall of the plat- 
form, he stated to the Sheriff and the Rev. Mr. 
Little, in relation to some particulars previously 
givea by him to them, that they were true, and 
declared them to be so, in the presence of the 
‘Judge of all the earth.’ The Rev. Mr. Little 
then continued to exhort and comfort him with

Lord Jesus receive my spi- 
rit?’ and he died without much struggling or ap- 
parent agony.
